Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  eight  votes,  being  one  for  each  Coun- 
cillor to  be  elected,  and  one  for  Mayor,  but  he  may  vote  for  any  less  number  than 
eight.  Provided,  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than  one  vote  in  favour  of  any 
one  Candidate,  or  vote  on  more  than  one  occasion,  except  for  Mayor.  And  in  the 
event  of  the  number  of  votes  being  found  to  have  been  equal  for  any  two  or  more 
Candidates,  one  or  more  of  whom,  but  not  all  of  such  Candidates,  being  by  the 
state  of  the  poll  entitled  to  be  declared  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  by  a 
casting  vote  or  votes,  as  the  case  may  be,  decide  which  of  the  Candidates  for  whom 
the  votes  may  be  equal  shall  be  elected.  Provided,  that  the  said  Returning  Officer 
shall  not  vote  except  in  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  as  aforesaid. 

Until  otherwise  determined  according  to  law,  the  division  of  the  City  into 
Wards  shall  be  and  continue  as  heretofore,  and  each  Ward  shall  be  represented  by 
the  same  number  of  Councillors  as  heretofore. 
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All  expenses  attendant  upon  the  said  election  shall  he  home  by  the  Candidates 
in  equal  proportion  ; such  expenses  shall  not  exceed  in  the  whole  one  hundred 
dollars. 

The  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  counting  the  votes  shall  be  in  the  presence 
of  the  Candidates  it  they  attend  for  that  purpose. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot 
papers  and  boxes  until  a Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same. 

Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  who  shall 
have  been  elected  a Municipal  Councillor,  must  serve,  or  in  default  pay  a sum  of 
fifty  dollars  towards  the  Municipal  Revenue;  such  sum,  with  costs,  shall  be  recov- 
erable by  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council,  summarily,  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Mayor  or  Councillor  shall  be  filled  as  provided 
by  the  Municipality  Act,  1881. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on  the  24th  day  of  June,  1881, 
at  the  Court  House,  at  12  o’clock  noon. 

Until  provision  be  made  by  By-law  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and 
relating  to- the  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accoi’dance  with 
the  provisions  contained  in  the  “ Municipality  Act,  1881,”  and  all  the  powers, 
privileges,  and  duties  of  the  Mayor  and  Council  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed 
by  the  said  Act. 

At  the  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council  may  elect  a 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  receive  such 
remuneration  as  the  Council  may  by  By-law  appoint.
